A WEIRD SEA FIGHTER. 


N>vr Type oi" SubTTivrirlljle Boat 3I«s>l- 


clcci ut CXixabcthport. N. J. 


A aew type of submarine boat is be- 


in;; experimented with :it Lewis Nix- 
on's shipyard at Elixabcthpoit. N. -I-- 
wbioh. if it conies up to expectations, 
will lie entirely free from the draw- 
backs in the submarine'boats of today." 
says the New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser. The models of two boats are be- 
ing built cow and will soon be tested 
to see what speed c:ui be obtaim-.-d from 
them. 


These boats are 220 feet long by '-'4 


feet beam, and their cross section is a 
very peculiar one. They uave a round 
bottom, the sides are round up to a few 
feet above-the water line, where they 
are pulled in quickly to form what is 
called the citadel, which rises Hke r.a 
obloog box out of the center of the 
Kiiin. This citadel is armored with six 
Snt-iies of plate. These boats will be fur- 
nished with three engines, working 
throe screws and capable of generating 
3,000 horsepower apiece and able to 
drive the ship at a speed of twenty-five 
knots per hour. Steam will be supplied 
by six boilers or the iiosner type aau 
to work nnder a pressure of about 3(K) 
pounds. 


The main feature is that under ordi- 


up.ry conditions they will float on a nor- 
mal water iise. giTSag tbezs s freeboard 
of about seven feet. When it Is desired 
Q <rrt inf£ sctioii; tuev will t*e ftnbmerir- 
ed by letting water into ballast tanks in 
the bottom of the ship, which will then
